But Mr, Nitze, Mr, Schlesinger, 
Mr. Davis, former U.S. ambas- 
sador to Moscow Foy Kohler ard 
others contend that the Soviet 
Union could obtain αὶ strategic 
advantage by protecting industry 
and population from some of the 
effects of nuclear war.

Nuclear Deterrent

sians both superpowers retain 
the ability to devastate each 
other, therefore “our nuclear 
deterrent is hardly in jeopardy.”

The current debate is concen- 
trated on wider strategic ques- 
tions. If the Soviet Union has

Compensation 
To Alleged IRA 
Backer Barred 


BELFAST, Nor. 8 ‘Reuters).— 
A judge today blocked 8 con- 
troversial payment of £20.000 
$32,000) compensation to an al- 
leged supporter of the outlawed 
Irish Republican Army who was 
injured in a feud between rival 
factions five years ago. 

The British government, whose 
policy is to compensate victims 
of civil strife in Northern Ireland, 
hed appealed against the award 
to 44-year-old omas Cabilli— 
brother of former Belfast Provi- 
sional IRA leader Joe Cahill 

Thomas Cahill was partly para- 
lyzed after being ambushed by 
gunmen while working as a milk- 
man in Belfast m March. 1971. 
The Provisionals blamed the 
shooting on the Official wing of 
the IRA. 

Judge Maurice Gibson ruled 
that Thomas Cahill was injured 
as a direct result of nis affiliation 
with the Provisional TRA. 

“I cannot think that Parlia-

Quebec Election Next Week 


Causing Economic Concern 
By Henry Giniger 


MONTREAL. Nov. 8 iNYT).~— 
A legislative election Monday that 
may set Canada’s French-speak- 
ing province of Quebec on the 
Toad to independence is causing 
concern about its possible eco- 
nomic consequences, 

With polls pointing to 1 marked 
upsurge in the voting strength of 
the Quebec party. which favors 
indenendence, ἃ climate of ner- 
vousness is developing among 
those who want to keep Quebec 
part of Canada and m particular 
among the English-speaking mi- 
nority that controls a major part 
of the financial and industrial 
strength of the province. 

But there is nowhere near the 
fear that was created by the sud- 
den emergence in 1970 of ex- 
tremist groups that resorted to 
violence to advance the national- 
ist cause. According to still dis- 
puted accounts of what happened 
at the time, armored trucks haul- 
ed away money and securities to 
the safety of Toronto, 

Debate Provoked 

A decisive victory in the 1973 
provincial elections for the Liber- 
al party, which stands for a fed- 
erated Canada, restored some 
confidence. But the coming elec- 
tion, in which the Liberals are 
expected to lose strength, has 
again raised the issue of inde- 
pendence and has provoked de- 
bate on how Quebec has fared up 
to now as a Canadian province 
and how it would fare in the 
future as a separate nation. 

Quebec has lagged behind On- 
tario, its big English-speaking 
neighbor, in industrial growth, 
and it has a higher rate of unem- 
ployment. Rodrigue Tremblay, 
head of the Economics Depart- 
ment of the University of Mon~ 
treal, is a Quebec party candidate 
in Montreal and contends that 
only large-scale stimulation of in- 
dustry by an independent Quebec 
government could helf the “rot” 
that he contends has set into the 
economy. 

At a recent meeting of the 
Quebec Association of Econo- 
mists, he said that the federal 
government had favored Ontario 
over Quebec. “Just look at the 

‘automobile industry,” he said. 
“Federal incentives resulted in the 
establishment of more than 250 
small and medium-size companies 
to supply car manufacturers who 
were lured into Ontario.” 


But at the same meeting, 
Raymond the provincial 
finance minister, declared that 
independence would mean in- 
dustrial ruin for Quebec. 


Uncertainty Seen 


“Do you think that an outside 
investor 15 going to put his money 
into ἃ province where the political 
situation could remain uncertain 
for years?”

timmy Carter struck exactly the right 
Rote on international affairs in his Thuts- 
day evening press conference. He muted 
neatly the politically charged tones of his 
eampaicn utterances on foreign policy and 
national security issues, and assumed a care- 
ful and responsible position as steward-to-be 
of the nation’s internatlonal interests. He 
seemed aware that his general inexperience 
m this fleld and the roughness of some of 
his campaign pronouncements had generated 
a considerable and legitimate unease among 
foreigners as well as Americans, and that he 
must now address their nervousness directly. 

This he did well, we thought, with the aid 
of several helpful questions. Firat, he re- 
parted briefly on the mechanics of his tran- 
sition planning. ‘Transition planning is a 
kind of cottage industry in Washington, and 
there are any number of savvy advisers 
available to help a prospective president 
slide into the office. The orderliness Mr. 
Carter seems determined to show 15 itself 
bound to reassure the various foreign-pol- 
icy publics, domestic and international Al- 
though he has not named his chief aides, 
they evidentiy will be recruited from a group 
whose experience and competence are estab- 
lished. Indeed, given the sheer numbers of 
Democrats eager to get at the national secu- 
rity controls, his initial problem may ‘be to 
keep himself from being inundated by both 
iob applications and policy advice.

Next. Mr. Carter laid a broad stress on 
transition continulty. “We will constantly 
search for a stable and predictable relation- 
ship with all nations,” he said, “and ... there 
will be a substantial amount of continuity 
as a transition takes place from one admin- 
istration to the next.”

Whether Jimmy Carter has a large vision 
of the US. role in the world and whether he 
can bring to bear the patience and imagina- 
tion that the conduct of foreign affairs re- 
quires are questions beyond answering now. 
What is immediately important is that he 
should show a sense of the complexity and 
interrelationships of events. and that he 
should go about organizing his approach to 
them in 2 manner establishing public con- 
fidence. With the Ford administration's 
help, this seems just what he has set out 
to do.

show solid earnings progress in 
this year’s third quarter. when 
corporate profits climbed 14 per 
cent from the year-earlier levels, 
exceeding the expectations of 
many financial experts in view 
of the economic slowdown since 
midyear, according to a Citibank 
survey. 

Although the lu] mar linger 
for the rest of 1976, corporate 
profits are expected to continue 
their growth, but at a slower 
rate. For all of this year most 
economists are predicting that 
corporate eaTnings will be about 
25 per cent ahead of 1975. 

The year-to-year advance in 
third-quarter earnings was wel) 
below that of this year's first 
quarter (44 per cent) and second 
quarter (30 per cent). However. 
the comparisons in the first two 
quarters of 1975 were made with 
the sharply depressed levels of 
last year’s first half. 

Third-quarter earnings were 
down 4 per cent from the second- 
as Citibank 
economists observe. “the appar- 
ent slowdown im profits is nei- 
ther unusual nor terribly dis- 
concerting.” 

The 1448 companies covered in 
the survey had after-tax earn- 
ings of $15.9 billion in the third 
quarter. This compares with 816.5 
billion earned in the second 
quarter of this year and with 
$13.9 billion in the third quarter 
of 1975. 

Producers’ Profit 

The third-quarter profits of 
953 manufacturing corporations 
in the survey were 13 per cent 
higher, at $111 billion. than 
their $9,6-billion total in the 
third quarter of last year. 

Of the 22 categories in the 
manufacturing list. only the 
tobacco. rubber and photo equip- 
ment-instrument fields reported 
declines. Gains of the others 
ranged from 3 per cent for the 
chemical-plant producers to 74 
per cent for textile companies.
